Fight on Floor of Con- 
vention Expected Today.

Omaha, Neb., October 7.—(/)—Be- 
hind the scenes the American Legion's 
national convention was a_ seething 
cauldron of politics and policy today. 

In the open session all would have 
been profunctory but for a last min- 
ute objection which sent the report 
of the world peace committee to the 


resolutions committee for amendment. 
The only business perfected was se- 


“lection of Philadelphia for the 1926

convention and the awarding of the 
1927 meeting to Paris. The remainder 
of the time was devoted to addresses 
by army and navy officers and reading 
of messages. 

Fail to Mention Mitchell. 

The aerenautical committee of the 
legion fought heatedly all day over 
whether to recommend indorsement of 
Colonel William Mitchell, caustic 
critic of the nation’s aerial defense. 
A resolution was finally adopted 
which, however, failed to mention 
Mitchell’s name, 

The resolution embodied, however, 
one point he has urged—reorganiza- 
tion of the national defense under 
one cabinet officer, with subdivisions 
of equal importance for land, sea and 
air. It was the product tathe pen 
of Reed Landis, America’s second war 
ace and son of Kennesaw Mountain 
Landis. It was upon that point that 
the all-day fight was centered. No 
other change was made in the pro- 
— resolution as drawn last Mon- 

ay. 

' The committee’s action did not dis- 
pose of the Mitchell matter, however. 
According to many expressions, the 
turn it takes tomorrow depends upon 
the selection of a national commander 
to succeed James A. Drain. 

Storm Today Predicted. 

Tonight there did not seem to be 
much probability of an minority re 
port, but it was predicted freely that 


' the national commander's query “Is 


there any discussion, before putting 
the vote,’ would unleash a storm of 
fierv debate. 

The consensus of the Mitchellites 
seemed to be that not all that Colonel 
Mitchell has said should be  recom- 
mended, but that he should be praised 
by name for bringing to the Ameri- 
cai. people an awakening as to actual 
conditions in the air service. 

The world peace report recommend- 
ed that the legion espouse the world 
court with the Harding reservations 
and that the league of nations be 
made a subject for one year's study 
by the American Legion posts. 


Three Avowed Candidates. 


Tonight, it was agreed in all quar- 
ters that the fight for national .com- 
mander would shape itself after mid- 
night tomorrow. 

Three avowed candidates are in the 
field, but none with nearly enough ap-

[ARGUMENTS OPEN 


IN TRIAL OF COLE 
ON MURDER GOUNT 


State Ridicules Defense 
Position In Pleading 
Both Insanity and Self- 
Defense In Killing. 


Rockingham, N. C., October 7.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—Argu- 
ment of counsel and the charge of the 
court today stood between the jury’s 
consideration of a murder charge 
against William B. Cole, who, last 
August 15, shot and killed W. W. 
Ormond, his daughter’s former suitor. 

“This case must be tried on the 
evidence and not on the sympathies 
of the audience,” Judge Finley de- 
clared when court was opened. He 
cautioned the crowded room that dem- 
onstrations would not be tolerated. 


Clyde Hoey, Shelby, first addressed 
the jury for the state. 

“Without malice, without hatred or 
without bitterness in my soul, I come 
to interpret for the state the evi- 
dence jn this trial.’ 

The speaker addressed himself to 
three propositions: 

“1-_-That Cole shot Ormond after 
premeditation and deliberation after 
malice aforethought. 

“2—That Cole did not shoot in self- 
defense. 

“3—That: Cole is not and was not 
insane when he shot and killed Or- 
mond. 

“We do no task that Cole be found 
guilty because he is wealthy and pow- 
erful. We do not ask that you con- 
vict Cole because the man he killed 
was poor. 

“But it would be a travesty on jus- 
tice and an everlasting shame on the 
state of North Carolina if Cole should 
be excused because of his money, po- 
sition and power.” 

Mr. Hoey then traced the early re- 
lations of Cole and Ormond, of how 
Cole first liked Ormond and later 
changed. He quoted from the last 
letter Ormond wrote, and the last 
communication Cole testified he had 
from Ormond. 


That letter said that Ormond was 
through with the Coles: that the mat- 
ter had dropped out of his life and he 
“did not intend to pick it up again.” 

A crowded court room was atten- 
tive and quiet. Tears were in many 
eyes as Hoey discussed Ormond’s 
work at Raleigh and his letter to 
Bynum saying: 

“It is the best job I ever had, and 
I'm going to make good in spite of 
the Coles.” 

Cole Undisturbed. 


Cole sat undisturbed as the speaker 
pictured him as a deliberate murder- 
er. Miss Elizabeth Cole, his daughter, 
sat behind him. Tears were in her 
eyes. 

Hoey read to the jury the letter 
Ormond wrote to Cole telling of im- 
proper relations with his daughter. 

“The defense will interpret this 
letter as a slander. Every line writ- 
ten by Ormond and all their refer- 
ence to that dead man has been un- 
fair. Wouldn't it be fair to interpret 
this letter justly?’ 

“If every line in that letter was a

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VETERAN OGRIP 
MEASURE HELD 
VOID BY GREGG 


Act Believed Unconstitu- 
tional by Assistant At- 
torney General Who Ex- 
plains ‘Measure. 


EXTRA LEGISLATIVE 
SESSION IS OPPOSED 


Opposition Looms As 
Governor Walker Is 
“Undecided” — Pension 
Scrip Ordered Issued. 


In an opinion that the Confederate 
veterans scrip bill passed by the re- 
cent general assembly is worthless, 
Assistant Attorney General Thomas 
R. Gress, who drew the bill at the 
instance of a committee of veterans, 
Wednesday issued a_ statemep; in 
which he told of the origin of the 
mensufe and reason why it was drawn. 

Mr. Gress said that at the time 
he drew the bill, “on the insistence 
of veterans, he told them that it is 
not worth the paper it is written 
on,” and that they assured him that 
a companion bill to correct defects of 
the original bill would be introduced. 
Such a bill’ was not introduced and 
passed, therefore, the scrip bill is of 
no account, he said. 

Unconstitutionality Cited. 

The scrip bill creates a debt with- 
out an appropriation to pay that debt, 
Mr. Gress said, and therefore, it is 
unconstitutional. Mr.’ Gress _ said 
that the constitution of the _ state 
specifically sets out that the state 
shall not be placed in debt, save to 
correct a temporary deficit not to 
exceed $500,000, or to repel invasion 
or suppress insurrection. The con- 
stitution gives the legislature’ the 
power to appropriate money but the 
scrip bill creates a debt without an 
apropriation to meet it, he pointed 
out. 


Failure to receive any bids for the 
issue of serip Tuesday led Governor 
Walker to direct John W. Clarke, 
state pension commissioner, to go 
ahead with preparations for issuing 
scrip to the veterans. Pension lists 
are now being purged of deceased 
veterans and those not entitled to 
back pensions, and will he ready for 
the serip te be issued within a month. 

Governor Walker is still undecided 
over the calling of an extra session to 
perfect a means of paying veterans, 
stating that he is hoping new devel- 
opments within the near future will 
take care of the situation without the 
necessity of calling the legislature 
back into session. 

Opposition Looming. 


Meanwhile, strong opposition to the 
extra session project is indicated by a 
poll of Georgia legislators now being 
taken, it became known Wednesday 
in returns which are being forwarded 
to the state capitol. All the returns 
are not yet in, but indications are 
that the vote will be heavily opposed 
to an extra session under any con- 
‘ditions. 

Results of the poll will be forward- 
ed to Governor Walker next week, 
when all votes have been received. 

Herman Milner, Dodge representa- 
| tive, and Jud P. Wilhoit, representa- 
tive of Warren county, are taking the 
‘poll in order that an authentic record 
of how the lawmakers themselves 
stand on the issue may be had. Both 
Mr. Wilhoit and Mr. Milner have ex- 
pressed opposition to the extra ses- 
sion. 

“When citizens of Georgia voted to 
have biennial sessions of the legisla- 
ture they meant just that, and they

The salary of Garland Watkins, 
judge of the juvenile court of Fulton 
county, was increased from $4,500 a 
year to $6,000 per year at a meeting 
Wednesday of Fulton county commis- 
sioners. ; 

The recent appointment of Miss 
Mary E. Jett, as deputy clerk of the 
commission to assist H. M. Wood, 
clerk, was confirmed for a term of two 
years. She has served as chief clerk 
in the office of the commission for 
more than nine years. 

A petition asking for an appropria- 
tion of $25,000 for converting the 
stockade building into a grammar 
school building was referred to the 
county board of education. The city 
also has been asked a similar amount. 

Judge Garland Watkins was author- 
ized to employ an additional clerk 
for his office to assist in the inves- 
tigations of cases and for general 
clerk duty in the juvenile court. The 
salary was fixed at not more than 
$150 per month.

Special Committee To 
Study Suggestions in 
Executive Session Set 
for Friday Night. 


When the special bond committee 
of council meets Friday night it will 
take under consideration recommenda- 
tions of officials ,of various city de- 
partments and interested citizens, call- 
ing for issuance of approximately $25,- 
000,000 in improvement bonds. 

This fact became evident Wednes- 
day at a session of the committee 
when needs for improvements of sew- 
ers, schools, waterworks, viaducts and 
other extensions were submitted hy 
department heads and several delegi- 
tions of citizens. 

With these recommendations as 4 
basis the committee in executive ses- 
sion at 7:30 o'clock Fr-tay night is 
slated to start pruning and revising 
with a view to formulating an official 
recommendation regarding the size of 
the proposed consolidated bond issue. 
The present bonding capacity of the 
city is estimated at $14,000,000, based 
on tax valuations. 

The school needs were presented by 
Willis A. Sutton, superintendent of 
schools, and John T. Hancock, presi- 
dent of the board of education. They 
submitted a minimum bond need for 
carrying out the school improrement 
program at $5,000,00. 

Sewer needs will cost in the aggre- 
cate approximately $9,000,000, accord- 
ing to an estimate by Chief W. A. 
Hansell, of the city construction de- 
partment. These were outlined as the 
same as were recommended to coun- 
cil by the sewer committee as pub- 
lished in The Constitution Tuesday 
morning. The improvement plan im- 
peratively needed in the sewer depart- 
ment, however, can be carri:d out for 
a sfnaller amount, The most vital 
need at present, according to the re 
port of the sewer committee, is the re- 
moval of the Peachtree creek sewage 
disposal plant to a point near the 
Chattahoochee river and the construc- 
tion of trunk sewers in the Peachtree 
creek basin and in the Lakewood sec 
tion. 

City Hall $2,000,000. 

The bond issue for the new city hall 
is estimated at $2,000,000 and an ordi- 
nance providing this amount has been 
introduced in council by Councilman 
©. G. Allen, original proposer of the 
new city hall issue. This issue is not 


‘like the other proposed bond issues, in- 
“!asmuch as the interest and sinking 


fund will be provided from the revenue 
from the lease of the present city hall 


property. 

Waterworks needs amount to $1,- 
650,000 for a new feeder plant on 
the Chattahoochee river and $500,000 
for the construction of new lateral 
mains, according to an estimate by 
W. Zode Smith, superintendent of 
the waterworks. 

Dr. J. T. Bradfield told the com- 
mittee the Battle Hill sanitarium 
will need $750,000 to provide new 
buildings and equipment. J. Carroll 
Payne, Atlanta lawyer, said the pro- 
posed art museum would need $300,- 


000. Miss Tommie Dora Barker told 
the committee $100,000 was needed 
by the Carnegie library for the addi- 
tion of another story to the present 
building. Park needs were estimated 
at $250,000, chiefly for extensions. 
Pryor street and Central avenue via- 
ducts will cost approximately §$2,- 
000,000 of which the city will be 
asked to pay one-fourth, making a 
bond issue of about $500,000 needed 
for this improvement. 

Other needs were submitted to the 
committee as follows: Peters street 
viaduct $207,000; North avenue un- 
derpass, Marietta street, $190,000; 
Mitchell street viaduct $100,000; 
Broad street extension $400,000; For- 
rest avenue bridge $31,000; Westmin- 
ster drive bridge connecting Pied- 
mont park and Boulevard, $125,000;

FIRE COMPLETELY 
GUTS DUBLIN FAIR 
AS FILM EXPLODES 


Hundreds of Visitors and 
Performers in 16 Shows 
Narrowly Escape Death 
In Sweep of Flames. 


Dublin, Ga., October 7.—(Speciah.) 
Flames which broke out in the 12th 


district fair grounds here at 5 o’clock 
this afternoon, completely destroyed 
all buildings on the ground and their 
contents, except one live stock shed. 
Many automobiles, thousands of dol- 


lars in exhibits and all equipment of 
16 Barkoot shows were lost. Several 


hundred visitors barely escaped seri- 
ous injuries and only the combined 
efforts of hundreds -®f volunteer 
workers saved livestock exhibits, 
performers in several midway shows 
which were in the midst of afternoon 


programs and visitors in a number of} 


exhibit buildings who barely escaped 
being trapped by the sweeping flames. 
Picture Film Explodes. 

The fire followed an explosion of 
a motion picture film which was be- 
ing made on the grounds and before 
anyone realized the consequences of 
the small burst of smoke, flames quick- 
ly broke out and before an alarm 
could be sounded, the woman's ex- 
hibit buildifig, the county school ex- 
hibit building and the county exhibit 
building were wrapped by devastating 
flames. 

Only a miracle saved several score 
women from being cremated or badly 
burned in the woman's building, the 
flames springing and leaping to all 
sections of the building before anyone 
knew of the fire. Flimsy handiwork 
on exhibit in the building, had been 
draped promiscuously throughout, giv- 
ing the flames every advantage againsé 
efforts of firefighters. The sudden- 
ness of the blaze and the headway it 
made throughout buildings, grouped

SOUTHERN ROADS 


HIT RATE CHANGE 


Washington, October 7.—A®#® — 
Southern railroads entered before the 
interstate commerce commission today 
vigorous objections to the reorgani- 
zation of class freight rate schedules 
in the southeastern quarter of the 
United States which the commission 
laid down as reasonable last August. 
At the time, the commission said that 
no order would be Issued requiring 
the establishment of new rate sched- 
ules in conformity with its decision 
until railroads had been given oppor- 
tunity to study the passible effect. 

Southern carriers, made up of most 
of the railroads and water lines 
reaching southern’ territory, joined 
today in declaring to the commission 
that the August decision on class 
rates was unworkable in many re- 
spects. It would result in unrea- 
sonably low rates through a consider- 
able portion of the territory, and 
would also occasion the imposition of 
higher rates for short havls_ than 
would be charged for long hauls of 
like articles. The arrangement pro- 
posed by the commission for combina- 
tion rates on movements out of and 
into the south, the southern carriers 
said, “were inconsistent, illogical and 
unnecessary.” 

There was no public demand for 
some of the commission’s findings, the 
protest continued, and coastwise 
steamship lines faced with a curtail- 
ment of territory which they might 
serve if the decision went into ef- 
fect. The commission was asked to 
reconsider and modify its findings on 
many points as to the class rates.

BOARD DEFENDS 
COTTON REPORT 


Washington, October 7.—(P)—A 
complete deniei of charges of Arnold 
S. Pierce, president of the Federation 
of Master Cotton Spinners and Manu- 
facturers’ Association of Manchester, 
England, against the procedure of the 
United States Crop Reporting board, 
in making its cotton crop forecasts, 
was issued by W. F. Cailander, chair- 
man of the board. 

To Mr. Pierce’s charge in effect 
that the board was guided in its fore- 
cast by the average guesses of mer- 
chants, Mr. Callander replied: 

“The procedure of the board in 
making its reports this year has not 
varied in the slightest from that fol- 
lowed last year. Reports from farm- 
ers furnished the bulk of information 
on which the reports are based. It 
has always been the pelicy of the 
board to refrain from giving considera- 
tion to private reports in its delibera- 
tions.”

The 
chairman pointed out that press rep- 
resentatives and others are frequently 
invited to the board sessions as ob- 
servers, although it has always been 
contrary to its policy to admit to the 
sessions persons engaged in making 
private crop reports of any kind.

Postmaster General New in a 
statement concerning the contracts de- 
clared the awards marked an epoch in 
the history of the American postof- 
fice. 

“Upon the result of the enterprise 
this day entered upon depends the fu- 
ture of aerial transport in the United 
States,” he said. “I have required 
that every bidder should satisfy this 
department that it has immediately 
available the means necessary to the 
successful performance of its contract.

~~ OUSTING OF PALMER. 


The action of the United States 
shipping board in ousting Admiral 
Palmer from his position as head of 
the emergency fleet corporation was 
not unexpected. But for the de- 
termined fight of President Coolidge 
in Palmer’s defense the action would 
very probably have been taken sev- 
eral weeks ago. 

The last move made by the presi- 
dent to steady a notoriously dis- 
Jointed situation was his appoint- 
ment of H. G. Dalton, of Cleveland, 
‘to inquire into the relations existing

board and the emergency fleet cor- 
poration. These relations have long 

been severely strained. The fact is, 
since the board yielded to Mr. Cool- | 
idge’s request that negotiations for 
the sale of ships be turned over to 
Admiral Palmer, it has overruled the 
khtter on almost every occasion when 
he reported favorably upon bids for

business and to cut down overhead 
and operating expenses.

ANTITOXIN IS ANTIDOTE. | 


What could possibly cause a parent 
to object to the administration of 
antitoxin to a child desperately ill of 
diphtheria, as did the poor ignorant 
father in the case we described the 
other day? 

Of course the child may have been 
doomed in any event. Nevertheless 
there is a mathematical certainly 
about this fact: Antitoxin admin- 
istered in sufficient dose and early 
enough in the course of the diphtheria, 
preferably into a vein, completely 
antidotes the diphtheria toxin or 
poison and saves life. 

The only conceivable reason why a 
parent should prohibit the administra- 
tion of such a remedy as antitoxin to 
n sick child yet offer no objection to 
the administration of any other rem- 
ely the doctor might care to give 
such a child, is ignorance, supersti- 
tion and credulity, and this state of 
mind is riot only self propagating, it 
is propagated and exploited by a 
small army of snide merchants, pur- 
vevors of non-medical nostrums and 
new fangled quaeks, mainly through 
the columns of the shady, shoddy 
“magazines” which exist primarily to 
provide a medium whereby these 
legitimate and highly respected dips 
may get their hands into the pockets 
of the unwary public.

IMMORTALITY. 

Text: “Our Saviour, Jesus Christ 

- hath abolished death, and hath 
brought life and immortality to light 
through the gospel.”—2 Tim. 1:10. 

We are so accustomed to the Chris- 
tian’s assurance ct immortality that 
we do not realize how vivid.the truth 
of our text struck upon the mind of 
the pagan world. 

Flowing from this assurance of 

immortality are cumberless blessings 
which brighten our lives every day, 
although there are few of us who re- 
alize from what source these blessings 
come. 
Death and its resultant sadness, 
loneliness and desvlation upon heart 
and home is everywhere present amid 
earth's teeming maltitudes. 

Take the busy man of affairs— 
such a man as John Wanamaker. 

Of him it is told: “The day's work 
over, home was his happy haven.

Ignorant, superstitious, credulous 
people have only vague ideas about 
antitoxin. 
notes something evil or dangerous in 
their poor minds. But any one of or- 
dinary intelligence should understand 
that anti means against or opposed 
to, and that toxin means poison; in 
short, antitoxin is antidote, the anti- 
dote for the poison of diphtheria. 

Antitoxin is manufactured by na- 
ture in the blood of every victim of 
diphtheria, and if enough is produced 
the diphtheria patient presently gets 
well naturally or spontaneously, with- 
out any human aid whatever. If the 
natural process of antitoxin mann- 
facture is a little slow, the diphtheria 
poisoning presently gains the upper 
hand and the victim succumbs, unless 
human aid is promptly given, and 
even then the aid may come too Jate. 

Healthy young. horses ‘are given 
minute doses of diphtheria toxin or 
poison (not diphtheria germs, but the 
poison formed by their growth, as 
alcohol is formed by the growth of 
yeast plants) which are gradually in- 
creased as the horses gradually de- 
velop immunity against the poison. In 
time horses so treated develop suf- 
ficient immunity to withstand an 
enormous dose of the toxin which 
would quickly kill an ordinary horse. 
The blood of these immunized horses 
is used as antitoxin. of course after 
it has been scientifically tested and 
freed of its corpuscles and concen- 
trated quantity contains just so many 
units of antitoxin.

HENRY M. WOOD ELECTED CLERK FOR 26TH YEAR 


Praised by Commissioners

Paying high tribute to services of 
Henry M. Wood, clerk of the Ful- 
ton county commission since October, 
1899, Fulton county commissioners 
Wednesday afternoon reelected him 


to serve his twenty-sixth year as head 
of the clerk’s office. Mr. Wood, who 
is just turning his sixty-first year, 
never has had a vote cast against 
him during his long service and never 
has been opposed for the office since 
he was first named to the post. 

Mr. Wood is the oldest county 
clerk in point of service in the state 
; With the exception of G. Ruben But- 
ler, of Chatham county, who is clerk 
of commissioners of that county. Mr. 
Butler has served for about 29 years. 

Members of the Fulton commission 
declared Wednesday that Mr. Wood’s 
services “are practically indispensable 
and that the county could not fail to 
reelected him as long as he will 
serve,” 

“He is one of the most efficient 
men in the service of the county and 
deserves anything we are able to 
give him,” Virlyn B. Moore, chairman 
of the commission, said. “I hope he 
will remain in office as long as I 
am connected with county affairs be- 
cause records of the office are kept 
in perfect order.” 


When Mr. Wood first came into 
office he installed a modern system 
of bookkeeping and office records and 
since that time many counties of 
Georgia have sent representatives to 
Fulton county to copy blanks and 
forms he uses. 

Revenue of Fulton‘county at the 
time of his election in 1889 amounted 


to about $250,000 annually, but it 
has climbed until now it totals more 
than $3,000,000. 

Mr. Wood was born in Columbia 
county, Fla., and while at young man 
went to the Texas frontier where he 
served as a cowboy for about seven 
years. He later was connected with 
the Central of Georgia railway at 
Savannah and came to Atlanta as 
chief clerk of the road where he held 
the post for 10 years. He resigned 
his position with the railroad to suc- 
ceed the late Anton L. Kontsz as 
clerk of Fulton county commission. 

In 1893 he married Miss Annie 
Heywood. step-daughter of the late 
A. A. Renard. One of his sons, 
Clifford Palmer Wood, is named for 
Clifford L. Anderson and the late 
Judge Howard Palmer, who were 
members of the board ‘when Mr. Wood 
first was elected clerk.

Gress’ Statement. 

Mr. Gress’ statement’ with refer- 
ence to the scrip bill is as follows: 

“At the commencement of the recent 
session of the general assembly a 
committee of Confederate veterans 
called at the office of the assistant 
attorney general. and requested him 
to prepare the Scrip bill, providing 
for the payment of pensions to the 
veterans. At the mention of the mat- 
ter I expressed some doubt about the 
constitutionality of the scrip issue. 
‘The committee was headed by Mr. 
Wofford, of Macon. He assured me 
that Mr. Napier had told him the is- 
sue would be valid. I thereupon 
turned to my typewriter and began 
to prepare the bill. 

“When the section was reached in 
which the redemption of the scrip was 
to be provided for, I asked Mr. Wof- 
ford what his scheme was. He re- 
plied that he had none to suggest; 
that he thought that ought to be left 
to the discretion of the general as- 
sembly. I told him that if the gen- 
eral assembly failed 'to make _ pro- 
vision for the redemption of the scrip 
he would not find any banker willing 
to- purchase it. One of the commit- 
tee suggested that the trouble could 
be cured by the introduction of a 
companion bill, 

“With the understanding that the 
general assembly was to be‘asked to 
eare for this defect. I finished the 
preparation of the bill. 1 carried the 
finished bill to a meeting of the com- 
mittee in the pension commissioner's 
office, where I read the bill to them. 
l was asked my opinion of the meas- 
ure, and I told the committee I re- 
garded it as of no value whatever. 

_ “Questioned as to the trouble with 
it, I again mentioned the redemption 
of the scrip, and was again assured 
that a companion bill would be pre- 
pared and introduced. I also told the 
committee that the scrip could only 
be issued for the money which had 
actually been appropriated. I told them 
that I understood they claimed the 
debt due them amounted to more than 
$4,000,000; that the scrip was to run 
for two years, and bear interest at 
the rate of 7 per cent, which I pointed 
out would result in a large increase 
of the debt of the state. I told them 
that the legislature had no authority 
to increase the public debt, and re- 
ferred the question to Governor Har- 
ris, who replied ‘I am afraid of that.’ 

“I told them that if they took steps

Pie 
Traynor, the gangling and dazzling 
third baseman of the Bugs, smashed 
the ball into the laps of the customers 
there for the lone Pittsburg score. 
That was in the fifth. 

Joe Harris, who was presented with 
a diamong ring by the people of his 
native neighborhood in the Pennsyl- 
vyania coal mining region, reciproeated 
by poling out the other homer of the 
game, a drive into the temporary 
stand in right center. It was the 
first score of the contest. 

Lee Meadows, starting Pittsburg 
flinger, was brilliant in spots. He 
received great defensive support. The 
fielding of the Pirate infield was spec- 


tacular throughout. 

The series popped open’ with 
auspicious start. Only one batter 
reached first base in he -initial in- 
ning, the two pitchers taking no time 
to settle to their task. Max Carey 
was hit on the right elbow With a 
smoke ball which might have affected 
his arm later on. Anyway, he made 
a-feeble throw in the ninth inning and 
let Goslin score on Bluege's short sin- 
gle to center. 

In the first inning Johnson prob- 
ably took the heart out of the Pirate 
offense when he fanned Kiki Cuyler, 
siege gun of the club, on four pitched 
balls. 

Both pitchers allowed hits in the 
second rounds, but J. Harris’ homer 
came off Meadows while the. Pitts- 
burg effort ended with Traynor’s sin- 
gle. Johnson fanned Grantham in 
this inning. 

Rice stepped into a curve ball for 
a single in the third but was nipped 
off the bag by Meadows, who crossed 
up a Wasliington hit-and-run signal 
in making the play. It was in this 
inning that Pie Traynor’ sprawled 
full length on the ground to spear 
Ruel’s liner for the first sensational 
stop of the game. 

In the fourth. George Grantham al- 
most duplicated Traynor’s act when 
he made a diving cateh of Goslin’s 
low liner and turned it into a double 
play. Again the hit-and-run 
failed. 

Cuyler got his only hit of the game 
in this inning, when he bounced a sin- 
gle over the box. He was caught off 
first and run down when Barnhart 
missed a strike with the hit-and-run 
play on tap. 

Wright had to hurry his throw 
after making a great stop of J. Har- 
ris’s grounder in the fifth and it went 
for a hit. That started tlhe Senators 
on their winning rally. “luege and 
Peck followed with singles to fill the 
bases with none out.

MELANCHOLY NORSE BAFFLED 


HE WON GAMES WHEN ROOSEVELT WAS PRESIDENT 


YOUNG PIRATES WITH EASE 


| DINKLER GIVES CUP

Pittsburg, October 7,—Walter John- 
son’s birth certificate is a rare old 
print like the Magna Charta, an au- 


tographed copy of the Iliad or an 
original playbill of Abie’s Irish Rose. 
| But the record of his greatest 
achievement is a fresh document, still 
fragrant of ink and still hot from the 
(friction of the gears that kicked it 
‘from the presses and scattered it to 
millions of hands in all quarters of 
‘the United States about sundown 
/Wednesday afternoon. | 

, This record asserts that the melan- 
‘choly Norse, who has been pitching 
for the Washington ball club since 
Roosevelt was president, beat the 
Pittsburg Pirates in the opening game 
of the 1925 world series by a score 
of 4-to-1 and struck out 10 hitters 
in the most violent clique of batters 
in the country. 

Johnson did it so easily, with so 
little grunting and wrenching, with 
such casual grace, that the baffled 
young athletes of the resident squad 
are still wondering what happened 
and how, and are willing to believe 
the Swede was doing parlor magic on 
the grass plot called Forbes field. 


Worked Gracefully. 


Having clubbed the pitchers of their 
own league all season, the Pirates had 
some cause to think they would whale 
their way through the world series 
and spatter the oytfield crowd with 
homers from all deliveries, including 
the Scandinavian’s. 

But somehow it didn’t happen to 
happen that way. Maybe it was 
something they ate. More probably 
it was something that Johnson ate 
when he was a clod-hopping kid, ex- 
panding to huge maturity in the wide 
open spaces of Kansas, and building 
a frame that would stund the shocks 
and strains of 19 years in the large 
leagues of the national obsession. 

It’s not easy to go on in this wild- 
eyed manner about Johnson’s pitching 
because he made his work look so 
easy and asked so little assistance. 
from his associates who were ‘scat- 
tered hither and yon in expectant pos- 
tures, ready to turn in flip-flops or 
dive over the fences’ as fielders often 
have to do in world series games. The 
Swede just went out there and threw 
the ball. Sometimes he brought that 
right arm sweeping around fairly fast 
and the ball whipped up the lane to 
the plate like the shadow of a bird. 
Other times he just waved the arm 
gently and the ball walked up doing 
more curves than a feather in a gale, 
which was novel behavior considering 
that Walter Johnson has always been 
known as a fellow who didn’t do much 
business with curves but simply threw 
so fast that the hitters couldn’t see 
the ball. 


Fancy Fielding. 

Tee Meadows, the only pitcher in 
the big leagues who wears spectacles 
at his work, looked through his win- 
dows at some nimble conduct on the 
part of his boy friends, Traynor at 
third, Wright at short, and Gran- 
tham at first base. A circus tonight 
without an elephant is no circus and 
a world series game without at least 
one trapeze performance is just a 
game of ball. 

Traynor took the air first, leaving 
| his feet with a pretty flirt of his 
cleats and gloving a drive from Mud- 
dy Ruel’s earnest, but generally fu- 
tile wand in the third inning. Ruel 
was out before Traynor hit the 
eround and the. putout became péer- 
manent when Pie, after a graceful 


“sumes for the contemplation of ball- 


pirouette on the buttun of his cap, 
bounced to his feet and held up the 
ball as the band played. 

In the next inning, Grantham at 
first base went off his springboard to 
get familiar with a ball that had been 
hit on the main spring by Goose Gos- 
lin. As he came down, Grantham 
banked his wings and veered back to 
the bag, touching out Bucky Harris, 
the chairman of the Senators, who had 
ventured about five yards toward sec- 
ond, 

In the eighth, Glenn Wright sudden- 
ly left the earth and achieved some 
height to do his duty by a hastening 
rap which Johnson intended as a di- 
version for the outfield. 

Meadows Wandered. 

Meadows’ mind seemed -to drift 
from his work in the fifth inning and 
it may have been that he was think- 
ing of his little boy who had the 
misfortune to lose his first job a few 
hours before. Meadows, Junior, a boy 
of five or seven years or some such 
age, recently became literary and was 
hired to do a daily essay on the world 
series from the intimate viewpoint of 
one who is a ‘world series star by di- 
rect descent. He was to sit among 
the Babe Ruths, Hans Wagners, Nick 
Altrocks and other masters of the 
two-piece infinitive. 

But there was no piece from the 
pencil of Meadows, Jr., in the paper 
this day. The man who was to call 
for his manuscript forgot to do 80 3 
and young Master Meadows was fired a 
for negligence by proxy. a r 

With this artistic tragedy gnawing | © 
at his vitals like q skeleton in the 
family closet, Meadows, appeared to 
neglect his work in the fifth and was 
troubled to notice that three hitters 
had taken the liberty to single and 
fill the bases. He then rebuked Ruel 
and Johnson by striking them out, 
but Sam Rice, the next gentleman, 
belted one to the outfield for a single 
and the first two hitters came home, 
The ball game was lost there.

There was no 
such frantic yelping as disturbed the 
famous quiet along the Potomac in 
Washington last year. 

Landis Present. 


The loudest manifestation by the 
band was not the sweet airs that the 
men pushed through their tweedles 
and umpahs, but the frantic red shade 
of their uniform jackets.

McGraw Takes Him in Hand. 

Mafty’s first major league appear- 
ance vas in the role of relief pitcher 
in a game lost by the Giants to Brook- 
lyn.

1902, when John McGraw succeeded 
Horace Fogel as manager of the 
Giants.

By Man Who Killed 
Self Is Improved

Valdosta, Ga., October 7.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The condition of Miss Mary 
Rose, who was seriously wounded by 
J. W. Johnson, who afterward killed 
himself Tuesday night, was reported 
as satisfactory late today, and her re- 
covery is expected. 

There are conflicting reports as to 
the motives actuating Johnson's 
rage. One story being that he was 
jealous of the attentions of a young 
man, to Miss Rose, and that he had 
forbidden his visiting her last night. 
Johnson was a second cousin of the 
young woman and had made the Rose 
home his home since the family came 
to Valdosta 10 or 12 years ago. He 
had assumed a fatherly interest in 
Miss Rose and her two younger sis- 
ters, and this was apparently the feel- 
ing existing in the family. 

The other story and the one most 
generally believed, is that Johnson, 
who was in an ugly humor, became 
enraged after starting home in his au- 
tomobile with two of the Rose sisters. 
When he was asked to turn back and 
go to the ice depot for a piece of ice 
he began quarreling, and after arriv- 
ing at home exclaimed that he was 
tired of all this nagging and am going 
to “kill you both.” Stepping from the 
car he fired at Miss Mary Rose, who 
grappled with him and who was join- 
ed by her mother and Mrs. Auburn 
Parrish, a neighbor, who seized his 
arm and endeavored to prevent his 
shooting others of the family.

J. F. Crosby and his 
son, Carl Crosby, were summoned to 
the scene by the screams of the wom- 
en, but as they reached the home 
Johnson walked off a short distance 
and shot himself through the head.
